“There 460 women and children are thrown 
on the ground, heaped pell-mel] as animals, 
some in a dying ,condition, others sick, 
others dead, withomt the slightest cleanli- 
ness or the least fhelp, not even abie to 
give water to th@ thirsty, without either 
religious or soci help, each one dying 
wherever chance Iald him.’ 

The communication goes on to state that 
the deaths among these reconcentrados av- 
erages 40 or 50 daily and that on an aver- 
age there were but 10 days of life for each 
person. It says that these unhappy crea- 
tures received food only after having been 
eight days in #se Fosos, during which time 
they were obliged to subsist upon the bad

Nov. 23.—Sir: have the honor to briefly 
submit a statement of what appears to ‘be 
the pvrésent condition of affairs in the

“First. The insurgents will not accept au- 
tonomy.

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WASHINGTON, Apr!l 11.—On edge of ex- s 
pectancy, the multitude again besteged the (ey 
Capitol this morning before the doors were 
opened. Many of them camped out on the 
marble terraces all night and others began 
streaming in through the dawn. But the 
thousands did not begin to arrive until 
about 9 o'clock. 

The day was dark and The 
smoke hung heavy. over the Capitol and 
city and the stars and stripes above the 
dome and terrace clung limp and damp to 
their flagstaff. The experience of last 
Wednesday, when thousands who held 
tickets to the reserved galleries could not 
even get to the corridors leading to the 
ralleries, had resulted in better arrange- 
ments, so far as the reserved galleries were 
concerned and all holding tickets were ac- 
commodated. The multitude suffered, how- 
ever, 

The space for the public was restricted, 


and only comparatively few of the thou- 
sands who stood in dense line, stretéhing 
down stair and corridor to the basement 
for hours, were admitted. As on Wednes- 
day last many women fainted in the crush 
and were carried out and others dropped 
out of the lines at last from fatigue and 
exhaustion.

It was 
cabled to the Spanish Minister here and by him delivered to the department, The 
proclamation is as follows: 

“His Majesty's Government, yielding to the reiterated wish expressed by His 
Holiness, the Pope, has been pleased to decree a suspension of hostilities with the 
object of preparing and facilitating the restoration of peace on this island, in virtue 
whereof I believe it convenient to order: 

“Article 1. From the day following the receipt in each locality of the present 
proclamation, hostilities are ordered to be suspended in all the territory of the 
Island of Cuba. 

“The details for the execution of the above article will be the object of special 
instructions that will be communicated to the several commanders-in-chief of the 
army corps for early and prompt execution according to the situation and circum- 
stances of the case. BLANCO.”

ball career, We maintain that the people 
come to see us; that we are the attrac- 
tions; that we do much to win pennants, 
and that:-we are worth what we ask. In

mumber. In 1892 1 signéd a seven months’ 
contract and was paid. In 1898 we signed a 
six months’ contract and were reduced 
one month's pay over the preceding year.

HELPS PANHANDLE PEOPLE. 


The Pecos Valley Railroad Is Shortly 
to Be Extended, 

FORT WORTH, Tex., April 11.—People in 
the Panhandle of Texas are elated over the 
improvements being made by the Pecos Val- 
ley Ratlroad Co. Over 164 miles of road 
are being operated from Pecos City to Ros- 
well, N. M. At Roswell the survey turns 
northeast and keeps that course to Amar- 


illo, 2006 miles. At the latter point, which is 
on the Fort Worth & Denver road, a con- 
nection is made with the Santa Fe, ‘which 
has acquired trarkage rights over the Den- 
ver road from Panhandle og | via Wash- 
burn, 320 miles north of Fort Worth. The 
line will run through the Capital Syndicate 
lands, and open up one of the greatest 
breeding and grazing grounds in the United 
States, and all north of the querantine line, 
Cattle can then be moved from Roswell to 
Amarillo in ten hours; now it takes twenty 
days, for, rather than go through the quar- 
antined part of the State of Texas, cattle 
are driven across the country. That is ex- 
pensive, and lengthens greatly the time of 
getting to market. In going from Roswell 
to St. Louis or Kansas City passengers will 
be saved 350 to 400 miles of travel. Another 
good feature ts the rapidly growing atten- 
tion to sheep husbandry in that part of 
Texas and New Mexico, and the cheapening 
of the rate to market will give an impetus 
to this industry. 

The people of Amarillo grave a bonus of 
$30,000 to secure the road, and for five years 
tre Pecos Valley & Northwestern Rallway 
and the Santa Fe agree to maintain train 
divisions at Amarillo. Manager Faulkner 
is attthorized to let the contracts at once, 
and this will be done April 15, and the actual] 
work of construction will begin by May 1, 
It is expected to have the road completed in 
seven months.

Sixty-nine 
dead bodies have been thus far recovered 
and the names of 150 remain unaccounted 
for. It is barely possible that some of these 
had succeeded in crossing the pass before 
the avalanche occurred. A conservative es- 
timate is that between seventy-five and 
One hundred persons were killed. 

fact that lends horror to the fearful 
tragedy ts that it may never be own 
with any degree of accuracy just how 
many lives were sacrificed, who they were 
or where they came from. 

Many a poor fellow les buried where no 
human aid can reach him, and his remains 
must rest until the summer rain melts the 
tons of snow and ice under which he lies 
buried. Upon the crowded trail no record 
was kept of the living mass of humanity, 
braving hardships and facing death itself, 
in the mad rush for gold. In the proces- 
sion that daily passed were people from 
all parts of the world unknown to one an- 
other. The work of rescue has continued 
night and day ever since last Sunday, be- 
ing gradually more systematized and con- 
sequently meeting with better results, Thus 
far work has been confined to the outskirts 
of the slide, in the hope of rescuing those 
who are injured but not yet dead. 

A public meeting was held and commit- 
tees were appointed to take charge of the 
dead and look for the wounded, All that 
can possibly be done to relieve the horror 
of the situation has been done.

Father Tuohy got $102 in the free-for-all 
scrimmage at St. Patrick’s Easter Sunday 
morning. He does not anticipate any trou- 
ble with Archbishcep Kain over the mat- 
ter and regards the whole affair as a hu- 
morous passage-at-arms, in which his well- 
laid plans triumphed over the ill-considered 
efforts to thwart them. 

The move to capture the Easter collec- 
tion Was made on the advice of Father 
Tuohy’s attorneys and is the first of a 
series of aggressive steps to be taken pres- 


ently. 

The next will be the assumption of au- 
thority to be granted Father Tuohy by Judge 
Klein; spending the suits now at issue on 
which the Archbishop seeks to oust the 
priest for alleged unlawful detainer of the 
property. Father Tuohy has filed his bond, 
the terms of which guarantee the safe ac- 
counting of the parish funds, while waiting 
a judgment and at the same time permit the 
pastor of St. Patrick’s to carry on the bus!- 
ness of his parish without civil interference 
from the Archbishop or any one else. 

When he has secured this temporary au- 
thority from the Circuit Court, Father 
Tuohy will resume the administration of the 
parish finances and will be in a poesoe 
to stop the disaffected members of the Ush- 
ers’ Guild and the sodalities from “resolut- 
ing’’ against their perter in the schoo) hall. 
Sexton Grimes, who is leading the disaf- 
fected parishioners, is sexton of St. Pat- 
rick’s and, up to the time when its finan- 
cia] affairs were taken out of the pastor's 
hands, was a stanch friend of Father 
Tuohy. 

When he began to draw his salary from 
Father Hayes he took sides against the 
pastor in the hope of holding his job, and 
when Father Tuohy regains even temporary 
control Sexton Grimes will be disposed of 
as an offensive partisan. 

“TIT don’t think there was over $200 collected 
all together,”’ said Father Tuohy. ‘“‘The at- 
tendance was ‘light, and the donations 
small. Father Hayes’ contributions were 
more numerous than mine, but those I got 
were in larger sums. My adherents were 
instructed to give to Father Hayes also, 
and they. did so. But I received dollars 
where Father Hayes got dimes, and my 
total was equal if not greater than his. Yes, 
I was jostled around, my buttons torn off 
and my hands scratched in the scrimmage, 
but I carried out my plan and that’s an 
end to it. It was funny, but after the first 
mass things quieted down and our oppo- 
nents accepted the inevitable.’’ 

A sly trick was played on Father Hayes 
by those parishioners who wanted to keep 
their real sentiments about the collection 
a secret. They took his envelopes, sealed 
them up and dropped them in the box or 
handed them to his collectors at the door 
without making any inclosure. Mr. Drum 
discovered a number of these empty en- 
velopes when it was too late to identify 
the ‘‘contributors,’’ and when the collec- 
tion box was opened last night a great 
number of these “‘blanks’’ were found.

HUSBAND’S TOUCHING TRIBUTE. 


Coroner’s Jury Viewed the Bodies and 
Received Testimony Concern- 
ing the Facts of the 
Tragedy . 


John Cella, who murdered Mrs. Etta Car- 
ter and killed himself Saturday. was a 
Catholic, but under the rigid laws of that 
church his body will be denied the last 
rites of the church. 

Arrangements were maiie Sunday looking 
to a solemn funeral frdém the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception, at Jefferson 
avenue and Locust street. It was intended 
to have the ceremonies at a requiem higna 
mass Tuesday morning. The pastor, Father 
James Powers, met the members of the 
Cella family. He was very kind, but gently 
reminded them of the law of the Catholic 


perish by their own hand. Father Powers 
induced the Cellas to postpone the funeral 
ceremonial until Wednesday morning, by 
which time the Coroner’s verdict wi.i have 
been rendered, and Cella’s funeral will not 
take piace until that time, uniess a verdict 
of suicide is given to-morrow and all hope 
of a Catholic funeral shut off. 

James Ceila, brother of the suicide, was 
at Caivary Cemetery Monday morning en- 
deavoring to purchase a lot in which the 
family hoped to bestow the remains. He 
compieted arrangements for the purchase, 
but the Caivary Cemetery Association will 
not permit John Cel.a’s body to be interred 
there, if suicide is the verdict of 
oner, 

The latter, with his jury, visited the un- 
dertaking rooms of Smithers & Wagoner 
Monday morning at 9 o’clock and viewed the 
body of Cella. The bullet entered just 
above the heart and ranging downward cut 
the cardiac artery and passed clear through 
the body, issuing from the 
the sixth and seventh rib:. 

The members of the Cella family did not 
view the body. It was embalmed immedi- 
ately after the Coroner’s visit and sént to 
the Cella home early in the afternoon. 
James Cella, the brother, called at noon, 
but had not decided when the funeral 
would occur 

Dr. Wait and the jury also viewed the re- 
mains of Mrs. Etta Carter at Pohiman & 
Summers’ place. It was found that the 
deadly bullet did not pass through the 
stomach, but cut the arteries back of and 
below the heart, causing the hemorrhage 
which resulted in death, and lodging in the 
spinal cord, after shattering the vertebrae 
at the base of the spinal cord in the lumbar 
region. 

Henry Carter, the murdered woman's hus- 
band; Mrs. Snyder, her\mother, and John 
Snyder, the dead woman’s brother, visited 
Pohiman’s undertaking rooms shortly after 
the Coroner. The family gave orders to 
have the unfortunate dead beautifully 
dressed in robes of white mull and satin.

On the operating table he said that this 
was his first accident during twelve years 
of service as a lineman, He is employed by 
the Beli Telephone Co. and is 31 years of 
age and single.

FIRE ENGINES ADD TO FRIGHT. 


WOMEN FAINTED IN THE THRONG 
AND SCHOOL CHILDREN 
SCREAMED. 


BUT NO SERIOUS INJURIES. 


George Stump’s Heroic Drive of Four 
Maddened and Beautiful Ani- 
mals—A Valuable Horse 
Killed. 


The strength and skill of one man averted 
a horrible accident at Ewing and Easton 
avenues Monday morning. 

A circus band wagon drawn by eight 
frightened horses plunged wildly among 6000 
people, and brought up with a crash against 
a loaded street car. One of the animals 
was so injured it was subsequently shot, the 
big crowd was stampeded, and in the crush 
that followed half a dozen women swooned, 

Added to this was the wild flight of a fire 
engine, with accompanying apparatus, all 
violently c.anging their gongs. 

Admirabie pouilce arrangements only pre- 
vented a catastrophe of the most serious 
consequences. 

It Was 9:30 o’clock when the head of Ring- 
ling Brothers’ parade reached Easton ave- 
nue, going north on Garrison. At the 
street igfersection an Baston avenue car 
had been stopped by the police. Another 
car was standing down on Easton, near 
Ewing avenue. Both were well-filled with 
passengers. 

The sidewalks were crowded with anx- 
ious sightseers, who pushed, jostled and 
shoved their way past the curb into the 
street. Many were Divoll schoo] ch.jdren, 
who had been released to see the pageant. 
On Garrison and Easton avenues, along 
the latter to Ewing avenue, it is estimated 
that 5000 people were congregated. 

The smaller vehicles of the procession 
easily passed the car at Garrison and 
turned down Easton avenue. The big band 
wagon,’ drawn by eight large draugnt 
horses, was well up near the front. George 
Stump sat on the box, with both fists full 
of reins. 

He saw it was impossible to pass on the 
south side of the car and pulled the leaders 
off to the left, intending to take the north- 
ern side of the street. Half way around 
the clang of the fire bell was heard and 
the crowd scrambled for this new excite- 
ment. 

An engine dashed rapidly down Easton 
avenue, followed by trucks. The street car 
bells added to the din and, it is supposed, 
that admidst ail this unusual] furor, the 
circus horses took fright. 

The first four sprang forward, drawing 
the others after them down Baston av- 
enue at a furious pace. Stump retained his 
nerve and sawed manfully on the reins. 
Capt. Joyce’s policemen were uick to 
appreciate the danger and charged up the 
crowd, driving it back upon the pavements 
against the buildings. 

The horses’ fright increased and it took 
not only .6trength, but the highest skill to 
keep them in the narrow street. Stump 
faced the test manfully. Quickly wrapping 
the reins about his wrists and hands he 
threw his whole strength into the pull.

$500,000 IN DOUBLE EAGLES 


Heavy Shipment »f Gold Received by 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 


One-half million dollars in gold, double 
eagles was received by the Mississipp! Val- 
ley Trust Company Monday morning. 

This immense quantity of gold left Brown, 
Shepley & Co., the big London bankers, a 
little over a week ago in the hands of two 
guards. It was stored in six large iron fire 
proof safes. 

When it arrived at New York the two 
guards who had accompanied it across the 
Atlantic were relieved by two others who 
were awalting its arrival. They had it 
hauled to the office of the Missouri Pacific 
Express Co., under a heavy watch and 
boarded the train with it. Monday morning 
it arrived at the Union Station and was 
hauled out to a large wagon guarded by 
seven men and was taken to the Mississippi 
Valley Trust.Ca,, at Fourth and Pine streets, 
and landed safely in the large iron vaults. 

In this enormous quantity of gold there 
are 26,500 ounces, twelve oxes, contain- 
ing 2000 ounces and one of 2500 ounces. 

The boxes were of heavy yellow pine, 12 
of them with dimensions 8xl4x9 inches and 
the larger one &x18x9 inches. They were 
tightly hooped and stamped on a red seal 
was “Brown, Shepley & Co., London.”’ 

The boxes were stacked up in the vault 
and will be put away within the next few 
days. Each of the 12 boxes contains four 
sacks of the double eagles and the large one 
five sacks. 

This half million represents part of the 
surplus fund of the company and in case of 
war it will be a safeguard against fluctua- 
tions.

WANTS A SCRAP WITH SPAIN. 


Famous Ex-Confederate Artilleryman 
Offers to Muster In and Lead a 
Missouri Regiment. 


Capt. R. A. Collins of Piedmont, Mo., who 
has represented Wayne and Lafayette 
Counties in the State Legislature several 
terms, is at the Laclede Hotel. Capt. Col- 
lins is here in the interest of war matters. 
He wants to get a position on Gen. Miles’ 
staff or is willing to command a regiment 
of volunteers from Missouri, 

Though 60 years of age, Capt. Collins still 
has ambition to go to the front and fight 


for his country. In 1863 this same spirit 
quanes for him the title of the ‘“Tiger- 
olonel’; the “‘tiger’’ because he led in 
one of the most famous of night attacks. 

He was in command of the battery, un- 
der Gen, Joseph Shelby, who was moving 
toward the White River. It was dangerous 
ground, Owing to the presence in the waters 
of the enemy’s ships, Queen City, Naum- 
keag, Sunset and Tyler. They were run- 
ning the blockade. 

It was necessary to cross the. stream. 
Gen. Shelby and his men moved to the very 
bank, under cover of darkness. Capt. Col- 
lins was in front, with the battery. He 
toki Shelby that if Gen. Hickey, itn com- 
mand of the Queen City, had pickets on 
the bank it would be the end of their regl- 
ment. But there were no pickets. From 
the high embankment overlooking the river 
could be seen the large vessels lying still 

The batteries’ big guns were aimed at the 
boat. Simultaneously there wae a fire of 12 
big pieces and the capture of the Queen 
City was practically a certainty. History 
shows the steamers Naumkeog, Sunset 
and Tyler later came to the assistance of 
the Queen City. The fleld work was too 
much for the ateamers. They retired and 
the capture of the Queen Clty, with many 
of the soldiers, followed. .
